It was announced early today 
that the Atherton Planning Com- 
mission disapproves the Selby 
Lane site. In a letter to the Red- 
‘wood City School Board, the com- 
mission states that it “sees no 
reason to change our report. and 
recommendation submitted to you 
under the-date of June 25.” 

The letter further poihts out 
that a public road, Evergreen 
Lane, runs through the tract 
wanted by the school board and 
that it “might not be lawful to 
build a school over the street.” 
The street is paved and water and 
sewer lines are in. 


The Atherton Planning Commis- 
sion’s recommendation concerning 
the Selby Lane school site is expect- 
ed to be delivered to the Redwood 
City School Board today, according 
to Atherton City Clerk Howard 
Boren. 

It is presumed that the commis- 
sion will recommend that the land 
not be purchased.

Everyone seems gratified that 
there is to be improved paving, good 
sidewalks, wider streets, parking lots 
and better water service in the near 
future, and quite willing to endure 

state of confusion wherever 
street work is in progress. 

The pouring of cement for curb- 
ings began yesterday morning on 
Oak Grove avenue. The new six 
inch cast iron water main on this 
street was almost in from where it 
joins the present 12 inch main on 
the Highway to its ending at Uni- 
versity Drive. The pipe it replaces 
was but 2 inches, giving very in- 
adequate water pressure for resi- 
dents of this district. 

The water main on Santa Cruz 
avenue is already a six inch one. 
For the cross streets between San- 
ta Cruz and Oak Grove transite 
mains of 4 inch diameter are peing 
installed. All lines from the mains 
to the individual meters are ot cop- 
per tubing, of diameter to suit the 
meter requirements. 

Due to the necessity of moving 
the meters in a hurry to get them 
out of the way of the new sewage 
pipes being installed on Santa Cruz 
avenue, some of the extensions 
made by the Water Company are 
temporary, but, according to Wil- 
liam Nahmens of the Menlo Park 
branch, all are to be new services 
so that there will be little likeli- 
hood that the new pavings will need 
to be disturbed for water repairs for 
an indefinite period. 


Whether or not residents will be 
able to use “Atherton” as their 
postal address depends upon a 
ruling from Washington, Morey 
said. At present, they still must 
use “Atherton via Menlo Park” 
or just “Menlo Park” to insure 
receiving all their mail. 

The post office will be located 


at the Atherton Town Hall, with |

Services will consist of the hand- 
ling of money orders, registered 
mail, parcel post and sale of posta] 
supplies, such as stamps. 

There will be no general delivery 
service, and no post office boxes. 
All delivery of mail to homes will be 
handled from the Menlo Park of- 
fice, as now. 

Letters and parcels will be ac- 
cepted for mailing, with service sim- 
ilar to that for local collection boxes.

At least 216 freshmen and soph- 
omores at Sequoia High School will 
be given a chance to take straight 
history and English this fall instead 
of the controversial social living 
class. 

Yhe decision to reshuffle classes 
was made by the school board of 
trustees Monday night. 

Parents of students signed up for 
social living classes will be sent let- 
ters with return postal cards so that 
they may indicate their preference 
in the matter. The first 108 fresh- 
men and 108 sophomores whose 
cards are returned before August 25 
will be allowed to transfer from so- 
cial living. 

This is a modification of an ear- 
lier plan to allow two groups of 
freshmen to take English and his- 
tory as a parallel to social living.

MOVES FOR SECOND TIME | 


Why is the little brown Trinity was distressed by the lack of a suit- 


Episcopal church being moved? Why , able place for Sunday worship. It 


isn’t it torn down and a new church 
erected to take care of the increas-' 
ed congregation? 


For a very good reason: senti- 
mentality. The building has hous- 
ed the Menlo Park church since. 
1886, and has served it well through ; 
those years. Its historic significance | 
is worth preserving. 

This isn’t the first time it has 
been moved. Originally, it was: 
built on Felton Lane across from 
the old Felton estate. It stood there 
for thirteen years and then was 
moved to its location on Oak Grove, 
avenue near Laurel street, a central 
site that would make it easier for| 
parishioners to attend Sunday eve- 
ning services. 


During the earlier transfer, the 
building was still enroute, sitting 
in the middle of Laurel street, when | 
Sunday morning came, and morning 
prayer was conducted in the roller- 
supported structure. This gave rise 
to the witticism that it wasn’t hard 
to tell whether the church was Ro- 
man Catholic or “middle-of-the- 
road” Episcopal. 


This week, 50 years later, history 
repeated itself. The church was a- 
gain in the middle of the street 
when Sunday morning came, the 
moving operation held up hy trees 
and telephone wires. Services were 
held in the parish house. 

Trinity Episcopal was founded 
two years before the old church was 
built, largely through the efforts of 
Mrs. E. E. Eyre, of Fair Oaks. She 


Coast’s First Research Institute Located In Menlo 


Located within the city limits of 
Menlo Park is the West Coast’s 
first research institute. The fast- 
growing agency is located at Stan- 
ford Village just opposite the Mid- 
-dlefield Road entrance. 

The East has a number of resear- 
ch instiutes, some started as non- 
profit institutions, some as paying 
corporations. Their purpose is to 
provide a.service in scientific re- 
search for government and indus- 
try. 

They are similar to research de- 
partments of large industries, ex- 
cept that they are independent and 
provide specialized work for all in- 
dustry and research service for 
companies that can’t affofd their 
own research departments. 

The Menlo Park institute serves 
the entire coast. It is closely allied

Yount Says: No 
Slot Machines 
In Menlo Dark’ 


Defining a “slot machine” as one 
that pays off, Police Chief Jack 
Yount said today that, to his 
knowledge, there are no slot ma- 
chines in Menlo Park. 


He said the gadget in the Grab- 
A-Bite restaurant which was rob- 
bed last week is an amusement ma- 
chine, rather than a slot machine 
as referred to in the Recorder. It 
is licensed by the city and can in 
no way mechanically pay off. 


He said he had no proof that it 
pays off “over the counter.” Any- 
one who can prove that it does 
should sign a complaint at the po- 
lice station, he suggested. 

“If we can catch anyone paying 
over the counter,” the police chief 
declared, “we will prosecute him to 
the full extent of the law. 

“To my knowledge, there are no 
slot machines in Menlo Park, and 
there will be none. We won’t allow 
any that pay off.” 

The Grab-A-Bite gadget is owned 
by the J and A Sales Company, 570 
Santa Cruz avenue.

The surplus property has been 
assigned to the San Francisco of- 
fice of WAA for disposal. 


The City of Menlo Park hopes to 
acquire the recreational and utility 
sections as a civic center, and the 
high school board is interested in 
land at the corner of Ravenswood 
avenue and Middlefield Road for 
the site of a future Menlo Park 
high school. 


(See “Your City’s Business” in 
this issue for details on the value 
of the Dibble property to Menlo 
Park.) 


Burgess checked with the ‘San 
Francisco office of WAA on Wed- 
nesday and learned that the nec- 
essary papers were expected in a 
day or two. The local office esti- 
mated that it will take about a 
month to inventory and appraise 
the property, and then there will be 
a 10-day period in which priority 
holders may file. 

The only priority holders who are 
expected to bid on the property are 
the city and the high school board. 
They are interested in different 
portions of the property. 

The Menlo Park Sanitary Board 
and the city have worked out an 
agreement by which the sanitary 
district would purchase a part of 
the corporation yards the city hopes 
to acquire. 

Acquisition of the Dibble Prop- 
erty by the city would mean that 

Menlo Park would get (all in one 
package) a swimming pool, audi- 
torium and gymnasium, city hall 
and police station, theatre, picnic 
grounds, community house and 
youth recreation center, corpora- 
tion yard, and outdoor athletic 
fields and facilities—all at a re- 
duced price. A bond issue prob- 
ably would be required to buy the 
property. 

The land declared surplus con- 
sists of 41.607 acres. The city and 
the sanitary board are interested in 
30 acres and the high school board 
in 8. The rest is unwanted by any 
public body, as far as is known, and 
consists of strips along Middlefield 
Road and Ravenswood avenue, 

The eight acres wanted by the 
high school board are L-shaped and 
form two sides of the 30-acre pro- 
posed site for a high school here. 
The board has an application before 
WAA for the rest of the 30 acres 
when they eventually are released 
by Stanford University. 


Men Take Safe From Village Market: 
Fail In Attempt To Open It In Auto Shop 


One of two men who took a safe 
containing $500 to $600 from the 
Stanford Village butcher shop and 
tried unsuccessfully to open it in 
the automotive shop was in custody 
today. A state-wide search is on 
for the other. 

Harry Dickerson, 30, cook’s help- 
er at the Village cafeteria, admit- 
ted taking part in the burglary. He 
is in San Mateo County Jail on 
$1,000 bail. His hearing before City 
Judge Edward J. Ryan is set for 
Tuesday at 3 p.m. 

The man for whose arrest a war- 
rant has been issued is Arthur 
Weaver, 32, fountain clerk. 

Police Chief Jack Yount reported 


that Weaver and Dickerson gained } 


access to the butcher shop about 
1:30 a.m. Monday morning with a 
key taken from the office of David 
Messingham, Village manager. 


Using a four-wheeled dolly be- 
longing to the meat market, they 
trucked the small safe from the 
butcher shop through a corridor 
down a ramp and along a sidewalk 
to the automotive shop, a dis- 
tance of about 300 feet. Appar- 
ently no one saw them. 


They broke into the shop by 
breaking the pad lock with a dig- 
ging pick. 

Using a blow torch and chisels, 
they tried to break open the safe. 
Weaver “skipped the country,” but 


Dickerson reported to work the next 


morning. He was arrested that noon. 
At first he denied participating 


in the burglary, but later admitted 
it when confronted with circum- 
stantial evidence stacked against 
him, Yount said. 


The burglary was reported by 
mechanics who discovered the safe 
in the shop when they reported for 
work at 8 a.m.

The numbers 
of those who refuse to accept the 
spiritual interpretation of the uni- 
verse are of far less importance 
than the posts of power they occupy.

This means, for instance, that the 
strong churches of the United 
States must come to the rescue of 
the wounded churches of Europe as 
they struggle to rise from the ruins 
under which they are buried. 
American money and American 
leadership must be provided if the 
stricken Christian organizations of 
Europe are to be revived so that 
they can again exercise a spiritual 
influence in the economic, political 
and social life of the continent.
